Churchill formed a United Eu­ 
rope committee in January, 1947; in 
March of that year the Independ­ 
ent League of European Federalists 
was created; this was followed by 
the Union of European Federalists 
in April, 1947; and in September,

In the midst of thia—in March, 
1947—the U S Senate approved a

to you, unless one is born anew .

God John 3 3, 
Nicodemus is one of th** very in­ 
teresting characters of 
the New 
Testament. He was a member of the 
Sanhedrtn, the high Jewish court 


Hp was a Pharisee, one of the Jew ­ 
ish bodies which in religion was 
given to a strict observance of the 
law or laVs th a t developed through 
the years. Altogether, Nicodemus 
was a notable m an enjoying the 
respect of the leaders of his day 
in Israel. He is best known for his 
interview with Jesus. 
There are divergent views of this 


man who c ame to Jesus by night. 
The more favorable construction on 
his coming at night is th at he de­ 
sired a private talk with Jesus; a 
lime and place when the Master 
was not surrounded with crowds of 
people as Hr* usually was. Then too 
Nicodemus would be free from his 
customary duties It It not probable 
that he wished to avoid the possible 
ridicule of his associates lf they 
should learn of the visit That he 
did seek out Jesus and come to Him 
for a serious discussion must be to 
his credit It is likely that the dis­ 
ciple John was present at the in­ 
terview; he aion* reports the event. 
Note th at Nicodemus was convinced 
that Jesus was “a teacher come 


from G od" 
"Born Anew” 
Jesus came to the heart of the 
m atter under discussion when He 
demanded that a man must’ be born 
anew* in brdcr to know God's king­ 
dom. For Nicodemus that meant he 
must be changed by the inward 
/race of love, and not guided merely 
by law as the Pharisees believed. 
Then came the summary of the 
Gospel in the well known declara­ 
tion; "For God so loved the world" 
—t John 
3: IG *.

Fouke, Ark. Jan. 25 (/P> — Clyde 
Kemp had just cleaned away the 
last bit of tile from the abandoned 
well on his farm near here. He stood 
at the bottom of the 21-foot deep 
shaft and waited for a rope to pull 
him to the surface. 
Then the w’alls gave way. and the 
36-year-old farmer wns buried in 
the cave-in of dirt and clay. 
That was shortly before noon yes­ 
terday. About six hour later, after 
neighbors and rescue workers dug 
frantically with their hands and 
shovels, Kemp's body was removed 
from the well.

Washington, Jan. 25 YJP) — The 
government has Authorized G en­ 
eral Motors to raise basic retail 
prices on its 1952 automobiles by 
amounts ranging from $50 to $222. 
At the same time, the Office of 
Price Stabilization (OPS! approved 
boosts in basic dealer prices on 1952 
Hudson oafs, ranging from $90 to 
$143. 
Dealers for General Motors and 
Hudson may put the increases into 
effect at once. The increases are 
based on higher ceilings approved 
late last year for 1951 models. 
The new* ceilings include higher 
factory wholesale prices plus the 
customary dealers markup of each 
company. In computing delivered 
prices, the dealer adds transporta­ 
tion costs, federal, state and local 
taxes, and charges for extra equip­ 
ment and servicing.
